GOLD IN AUSTRALIA, 


The Stories of Wonderfally Rich Dis. 
coveries Fully Confirmed, 

‘The stories of wonderful gold discover- 
ies in wostern Australia have been confirm: 
ed by official despatches, The details of the 
principal find near Coolgardie has already 
reached London, A party of six were 
returning from an unsuccessful prospecting 
tonr on May 8 When in camp one 
night they separated to teat and examine 
the neighborhood, A man named Mills 
came to one of the large ** blows” which are 
charaeteriatic of the country. He was 
astonished co rubbing his hands across a 
protruding piece of stone to see gold stand- 
ing ep peoen sane), He knocked a large 
piece off a boulder, and at his feet lay a 
magnificent specimen literally studded 
with coarse gold, while before him, 
dazzling his eyes, was a magnificant 
reef of almost pure gold, a fortune in 
itself, Mills, taking several pieces of 
the reef, placed them in his bosom, and, 
carefully covering the reef with earth, 
found hia maces, On the next morning 25 
Acres wore pegged off, and the adjoining 
blocks at cach end were also taken up. 
One man went to town, and bought a dolly, 
the largest he could procure, In one day 
they dollied 1,000 ounces, and in a short 
time had nearly $100,000 worth of ore. On 
June 31 they packed it in a cart, and Jand- 
ed the treasure at the Union Bank. Tho 
manager woighed the gold, and it turned 
tho scales at 4,280 ounces, A fow days 
afterwards the discovery became public, 
One lump was taken from the reef contain- 
ing more gold than ore. It weighed 240 
pounds, and is worth $20,000. Of course,

Theso will save your 
gowns, and keep you neat and clean, Have 
them made large enough round #0 as to 
meet behind, When you are in the midst 
of cooking operations dross suitably. Never 
waste or throw away anything tha n be 
turned to nccount. In warm weather, any 
yravies or soupa that are left from the pre- 
ceding day should be boiled up and poured 
| into clean pans. This is partioularly neces- 
nary where vegetables have been added to 
tho preparation, as it then soon turns sour. 
In cooler weather evory other day will be 
often enough to warm up these things. 

Every morning visit your larder, change 
dishes and plates when necessary, empty 
and wipe out the bread-pan, and have 
everything neat and clean by noon, Scrub 
out the larder twico a week. If you have 
a spare kitchen capboard, keep your baked 
pastry in it;it preserves it crisp, and 
prevents it becoming wet and heavy, whioh 
it is liable to the larder. 

In cooking, clean as you go. Do not al- 
low dishes, spoons, and other utensils, to 
accumulate on the dresserand table while 
you are engaged in preparing the dinner, 
By a littlo management and fore-thought, 
much confusion can be avoided, After 
making a pudding, the flour-tub, pastry- 
board and rolliag-pia should be put away, 
and basins, spoons, ete., taken to tha 
kitchen and neatly arranged near the sink, 
to be washed when the proper time arrives, 

Nover let your stook of spices, salt, sea- 
sonings, herbs, otc., dwindle down so low 
that some day, in the midst of preparing 
dinner you find yourself minus o very 


important ingredient, thereby causing 
much confusion and annoyance, 
If you livein the country, have your 


vegetables gathered from the garden at an 
early hour, so that there is ample time to 
search for caterpillars, bugs, etc. These 
disagreeable additions need never make 
their appearance on table, in cauliflowers, 
cabbage, or lettuce, if the vegetable in its 
raw state is allowed to soak in salt and 
wator foran hourortwo, Of course, if the 
vegetables are not brought in till the last 
moment, this precaution cannot be taken. 
Be very particular in cleaning all vegetables 
free from grit. Nothing is so unpleasant, 
and nothing so easily avoided, if but com- 
mon care be exercised, 

When you have finished pecling onions, 
wash the knife at once and put it away to 
be cleaned, Nothing is more indicative of 
aslovenly and untidy cook than to use an 
“oniony” knife in the preparation of any 
dish where the flavor of the onion is a dis- 
agreeable surprise, 

After you have washed your saucepans, 
fish-kettle,etc., stand them before the fire 
for a few minutes, to get thoroughly dry 
inside, before putting them away. They 
should be kept in a dry place,in order that 
they may escape the deteriorating infiuence 
of rust, and thereby be quickly destroyed. 
Never leave saucepans dirty from one day’s 
use to be cleaned the next ; it is slovenly 
and untidy. In copper utensils, if the tin 
has worn off, have it immediately replaced. 

Pudding-cloths and jelly-bags should 
have your immediate attention after 
being used. The former should be well 
washed, scalded and hung up to dry. Let 
them be well aired before being put away, 
or they willhave a disagreeable odor when 
next wanted. No soda should be used in 
washing pudding-clothy.h 


Preparing Rice. 


Ihave been a housekeeper for a great 
many years, and in that time have cooked 
& great variety of food, writes a correspon- 
dent. Rice has always been a favorite 
dish in my family, and knowing that itis 
nutritious and easily digested, I have 
learned to prepare it in many different 
ways. 

One of my methods is to wash a cupful 
of rice carefully, cover it with cold water, 
set itover a slow fire and Jet it simmer 
slowly. When nearly done I remove it to 
the back of the stove, where it can steam 
until quite soft. Another way is to cook 
rice in the morning and turn itinto but- 
tered cups. When cold, turn out the con- 
tents, make a little hole in the top of each 
mold, fill with jelly, pour rich cream over 
the top and serve, 

The old-fashioned rice-pudding filled 
with raisine is very appetizing, and no one 
can know, unless they try the experiment, 
what a delicious flavor rice will impart to 
a chicken pie, Rice left from dinner should 
be soaked in milk over night and made into 
griddle-cakes for breakfast, Alternate 
layers of rico and fruit make an inviting 
dish, It should be eaten with rich cream. 

I advise housekeopera to keep a supply 
of rice on hand, It supplies the place of 
fresh fruit, and its hea heedtate qualities 
cannot be questioned, Children especially 
relish o dish of nicely prepared rice, and 
the most fastidious adult will not refuse to 
partake of this attractive and wholesome 
addition to the bill of fare. 


The Refrigerator 

It is a good plan to keepa small dish of 
powdered charcoal on one of the upper 
shelves of the refrigerator, as it is an excel- 
lent absorbent of odors, It should be 
changed every tew days. 

Food that has little odor itself and food 
that absorbs odors readily should be placed 
at the bottom of the refrigerator, All foods 
with a strong odor should be kept on the 
top shelves, Sour mill or cream should not 
be kept in the refrigerator, Salad dressings, 
tartar sauce and celery should be covered 
closely, or euy will flavor everything tha 
ia shut up with them.

Terrible Tragedy Attending the Burn- 
ing of a Factory in Washington. 


FOUR JUMP FROM THE ROOF 


They Were at Work in the Fifth Flat aud 
Were Driven to the Roof by the 
Flames—Tho Bodies Recover- 
ed Were Burned ie- 

' yond Recognition, 


Wasminaton, Sept. 18,—A fire alarm 
yesterday ovllud the fire department to the 
corner of Massachusetts avenne aud K 
atreots, where a tire had been discovered 
in the mattress factory owned aud operated 
by Stumph & Bros. This was soon fol- 
lowed by a genoral alarm, aud in a short 
time all of the ongines in the city were on 
the scene, but so quickly did the flames 
spread that the operatives employed on the 
fourth and fifth floors were obliged to flee 
tothe roof and compolled to jump for 
their lives before the trucks carrying the 
long ladders had arrived. 

Ono of them, James E, Vaughn, sus- 
taiued fractures of both logs und internal 
injuries, from which he died a few hours 
after, Tho other three who leaped oscaped 
with more or less severe injuries, but all | 
will recover, Albert J. Haske had both | 
legs broken and was othorwise severely in- | 
jared, Arthur E. Bovans was bruisod in- 
wardly and hud his wrist sprained, and 
Harry Bacon was badly bruised. 

So rapid and complete was the work of 
tho flames that within less than half an 
hour from tho time @f their di:covery the 
greater part of the four walls liad fullen in

before.

It was not long before the searchors

The change from 
the sombre and dignified Prussian uniform, 
in which there are few colors but blue and 
black, to the rather gaudy apparel of a 
dashing cayalry officer, made quite a new 
man out of the little Kaiser. The jaunty 
cap, tipped on one side, sat off his rather 
piquant face to much advantage, The 
ayly braided jacket, with its tall collar 
Brillant with gold lace ; the long, straight 
opaulottes, the band wound round with 
colored ribbons, representing the many 
orders or decorations, as is the custom in 
the British army, all made him quite a 
different person, and the officers were much 
amused at the accuracy with which he 
practised the ‘‘goose step.” 

The young Emperor has almost as many 
foreign uniforms as his old grandfather 
possessed, In old Wilhelm’s day one whole 
room in the Berlin palace was devoted to 
these gaudy trappings, and whenever the 
Emperor had a foreign guest to entertain, 
some of these numerous uniforms had to 
come down and be dusted and got ready, so 
that two servants were attached to this 
part of the Imperial wardrobe.

Won't Work in Politics, 
The voluntary principle, which works 
well enough in religion, does not seem to 
succeed in politics. The labor members in 
the British House of Commons are paid by 
the contributions of their constituents or 
of the trades unions with which they are 
connected.

I happonod to be in Sb, Potersburg fout 
years ago whon Mra, Strutton, the Czar's 
Englieh nurse, died in the Winter Palace, 
writes a correspondent. It was gloomy 
day, with thin, moist snow dropping down 
from the blotched sky, and every now and 
then # swirl of biting wind blowing up the 
frozon Nova, 

For wooks I had been searching night 
and day through Ruasia for information 
bearing upon the persecution of the Jews, 
and my stops had taken mo into the very 
heart of the great empire. But wherever I 
went tho figure of the Czar was always present 
in my mind as I saw him riding with his 
cuirassiora—glittering from head to foot—a 
amiling arrogant giant, striding his pondor- 
ous black charger with a graceful easo not 
to bo looked for in a man so massive. 
That was the only timo I had seon the Czar 
with a military escort—for he usually drives 
through the streets of hia capital unac 
companied, save by an nido-do-camp—but 
the sight was enough to fix him in my 
memory as the incarnation of brute force, 
splendid and terrible, 

On the day I speak of « messenger rode 
to the Anitchkoff Palace, on the Nevaki 
Prospect, to toll the Czar thav his nurse 
war dead ; and on his way he had to ride 
over tho very spot whore the last Czar wan 
assassinated, Alexander III, is not a 
ental man, He inherited none of his 
father’s sensitive qualities, But the love he 
had for his nurse surpassed everything else 
in hia nature. ‘* Kitty” he called her, She 
was his second mother, his guardian spirit. 
His sluggish hvart went out to her and his 
face alwaye brightened at the sound of her 
voice. 

And sho was dead. The Czar hurried 
through the storm to the Winter Palace 
and went tothe darkened room where the 
women had laid her body draped for the 
grave. He threw himself on his knees and 
wopt on her cold bosom. The attendants 
stole fromthe roomand left him alone 
with his grief. Then he carried her body 
tenderly and laid her in her coffin, arrang- 
ing the flowers about her head, folding her 
hands on her breast and kissing the white 
face, For a long time he stayed in the 
room, watching and praying. When he 
came out of the hushed chainber there was 
a look in his face that no one had ever 
seen there before, 

She had always been like a mother to 
him and he had always been like a son to 
her. In the old days, when his elder bro- 
ther was living, Alexander was alwaya her 
favorite, and the awkward, neglected boy 
responded to her touch, His brother was 
heir to the throne, and Alexander received 
little attention. He was simply trained as 
a soldier, s0 that in time he might com- 
mand the Imperia) Guard. 

While his favored brother was preparing 
himself to reign Alexander was learning to 
love soldiery. Physically he wasa giant, 
taller and stronger than any of his fellows.

Several persons in 
the telegraph office felt the effects of the 
lightning and were stunned by the shock, 
Another man and a horse near by wore also 
knocked down and stunned. 


A sad drowning accident occurred at 
Peterborough on Friday evening last, by 
which two well-known young ladies lost 
their lives. That evening Mr. H. O. Kerr 
took two lady friends, Miss Ada Alfords and 
Miss Maggie Kennedy, out for a canoe 
sail on Little lake. All went well until the 
steamer, City of Peterboro’ passed them, and 
they entered the swells caused by the 
steamer, when Mr. Kerr lost control of his 
boat and in a moment it was upset and all 
three occupants were thrown into the water, 
the two young ladies going down almost at 
once and drowning before assistance arrived, 
Some of the stemer’s crow threw out a Ilfe 

reserver which Mr. Kerr caught, saving 
imself.
